‘Walter Grounds, Petty Officer H.MLS. Terrible,

big gun shot in the British Navy. Died at 
Hongkong, June 2, 1902,” ; a 

Jt was specially fitting that this momorial 
should be.unveiled by Mr, Arnold Whito, who 
bas been such a friend to tho seamen-guoners 
of out Navy, and who has done 80 mush to 
promote straight shooting. After ‘uncovering 
the- shining bronz+ shiold, with is hammered 
lsurel wreath and reproduction of the famous 
ornizer, he snid ; 

“To the glory of God and to the memory 
of Walter Grounds I unveil this tablet. The 
man whose decds in life we thus remenibor 
differed in no way from thousands of British 
blue-jackols, , ‘here are men of the same etamp 
in this church to-day, He was of 10 high 
raik.
